If you are looking for the 
fun and excitement you 
once felt being in a high 
school marching band, you 

may find the answer in a 

college band None com- 
pares to the thrill of being 
in the Million Dollar Band 
at the University of 
Alabama. 

Students at Shelton State 
who are interested in 
becoming a member must 
go through certain pro- 
cedures to be accepted. 

The Million Dollar Band 
is affiliated with the 
University of Alabama's 
athletic department. By 
filling out an application 
and going through try-outs 
of the instrument of your 
choice, the possibility of 
becoming a part of the 
band becomes reality. 

The Million Dollar Band 
is made up of ap- 
proximately 365 students, , 
80% are returning students 
from the previous year, 5% 
are returning students who 
may have quit one year 
and returned, 15% are new 



students consisting mostly 
of freshman. 

The person who directs 
this large number of 
students is Dr. James 
Ferguson* Known as 
**Doc'' by the band 
members, Ferguson has 
been directing the band for 
11 years. Before coming to 
the University he was the 
band director at Mis- 
sissippi State University. 
Dr. Ferguson is assisted by 
Mrs. Kathryn Scott, who 
performs the task of keep- 
ing the band exceptionally 
organized, Mrs. Scott is 
also a regular staff teacher 
at the university where she 
teaches music classes. 

The marching band 
season begins usually in 
August. It starts with 
many hours of practice 
which is brought on by 
''dedication and deter- 
mination/* says Cary 
Crews who has been a 
member of the band for 6 
years. During the summer 
the band practices up to six 
hours a day for one week 
which is called ''band 



camp." From then until 
Alabama's bowl game the 
band practices one to one 
and a half hours a day and 
one hour the day of the 
game. 

During half-time the 
band must perform in a 
show at least six minutes 
long. During half-time '*the 
crowd goes crazy" said 
drum major Jon Porter/ 
The members of the band 
enjoy the excitement the 
crowd brings out of them. 

The students work up a 
big appetite while perform- 
ing and they are given an 
allowance for food on each 
band trip, except home 
games that are played at 
Bryant-Denny Stadium.

television commercials, 
pamphlets, and even 
documentaries and made- 
for-TV movies beg for peo- 
ple to save our children — 
don't drink and drive, 

Bruce Bizzoco, a teacher 
here at Shelton State, sup- 
ports raising the legal age 
to twenty-one. He feels that 
people have not been 
educated to the effects of 
alcoholism and drinking 
and driving, and by age 
twenty-one they may have 
more knowledge of the sub- 
ject. 

Bizzoco feels that 
another problem is the 
distorted values that most 
college students have. In 
the rush to become adults, 
there is no clear line of 
demarcation between be- 
ing a teenager and becom- 
ing an adult, he stated. 

Linda Dunn, a counselor 



here at Shelton, is also in 
favor of raising the drink- 
ing age. She feels that it 
would help to cut down on 
the number of alcohol 
related accidents that 
teenagers are involved in. 
She also said that personal 
experiences of knowing 
teens who have been in- 
jured in alcohol related ac- 
cidents has been another 
factor in her supporting the 
bill. 

The opinions that I 
gathered from the students 
here at Shelton differ 
greatly from those of Dunn 
and Bizzoco, Most of the 
students stated that raising 
the drinking age to twenty- 
one is not going to stop peo- 
ple from drinking and driv- 
ing, but that they should 
make the laws stricter on 
the people w^ho are caught 
drinking and driving.

By TERRY W. LEE 
Loeal businessman and 
former University of 
Alabama basketball and 
baseball star, Jack 
Kubiszyn, has been named 
the first coach of the 
Shelton State Buccaneers, 
the community college's 
newly formed baseball 
team. According to 
Shelton president, Dr. Leo 
Sumner, and Dr. 
Humphrey Lee, dean of 
students and athletic di- 
rector of the college, full 
athletic scholarships will 
be awarded student 
athletes for the 1984-85 
school year. 

Recruiting will be main- 
ly directed toward Green, 
Hale, Bibb. Tuscaloosa, 
and Marengo counties. The 
team will play its first 
game during the 1985 
season, which starts the 
spring of 1985. The Buc- 
caneers will be a member 
of the central division of 
the Alabama Athletic As- 
sociation. Members of the 
division include Southern 
Union, Marion Institute, 
Chattahoche Valley, 
Wallace of Selma and Con- 
cordia. 
Originally from Buffalo, 
Kubiszyn came to 
the University of Alabama 
on basketball scholarship 
as a member of Johnny 
Dee's famed "Rocket 8*' 
basketball team of the late 
I950's, While at the Uni-

versity, Kubiszyn earned 
six letters, three in basket- 
ball and three in baseball, 
and was named the 
Outstanding Athlete at the 
University of Alabama in 
1956-57 and 1957-58. 

Kubis^yn was captain of 
the Crimson Tide baseball 
and basketball team while 
at Alabama and named 
All-SEC for three years in 
baseball and two in 
basketbalL In 1958 he was 
named honorable mention 
All- American in basketbnil 
and was selected the third 
best basketball player in 
10 southern states. During 
his basketball career, he 
set 10 University of 
Alabama records and still 
holds the record of the 
highest scoring average at 
the University for a

Shelton State are often in- 
volved in exciting chal- 
lenges outside their normal 
work load as professionals, 
A chemistry professor at 

Shelton State, is one of 

those active individuals. 

Lee Albritton is the 
President of the 
Tuscaloosa City Counsel of 
PTAs (Parent Teachers 
Association). The 
CounsePs responsibility is 
to organize all PTA groups 
in the city of Tuscaloosa, 
and represent them on the 
state level. 

There are twenty public 
schools in the city of Tus- 
caloosa district. Each 
school has a body of con- 
cerned parents known as 
the PTA. Each elects, an- 
nually, a local president. 
The President of the local 
PTA hears greviances and 
suggestions from parents, 
and is in charge of local 
legislation. This data is 
organized by the president 
and brought before the City 
Counsel of PTAs, The City 
Counsel of PTA officers, in 
turn, brings new business 
before the local PTA. 

Albritton and the rest of 
the Counsel of PTA, not on- 



ly have to deal with local 

legislation concerning 

public education, but also 

must deal with legislation 
on the state level. ''It is 
demanding at times, but I 
am a firm believer in 

public education/' says 
Albritton. 

As the 1984 Presidential 
Election draws closer, 
Albritton urges everyone 
to study the issues concern- 
ing education. Albritton 
says everyone should 
understand how each can- 
didate stands on issues the 
local PTA is dealing with. 

Albritton says to find out 
how each candidate stands 
on free kindergarten. 
Students may not have 
much to worry about now, 
but by the time legislation 
could be enacted they may 
have children reaching 
that age. 

Second, how does each 
candidate stand on tax 
credit for private schools. 
It does not take much 
reasoning to determine 
what effect that would 
have on public education. 

Albritton urges students 
and Shelton officials to 
think of these issues and 
how they would effect 
them.
